TO  THE 

Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  to  be  held 
on  Saturday ,  8th  April ,  1922,  at  4  pan.,  at  the  Hospital. 


THE  Committee  of  Management,  in  submitting  their 
Report  for  the  year  1921,  regret  to  announce  that 
there  has  been  a  general  falling  off  in  the  Income 
of  the  Hospital  under  nearly  every  head.  This  is  especially 
unfortunate  in  view  of  the  present  heavy  cost  of  main¬ 
tenance.  It  is  chiefly  caused  by  a  decrease  in  receipts 
from  donations,  several  exceptionally  large  sums  having 
been  received  during  the  previous  year,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  present  Income  compares 
very  favourably  with  previous  years,  and  also  that  a  sum 
of  £1,070  has  been  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  It 
is  obvious  that  to  provide  sufficient  income  to  meet  the 
expenses  every  effort  must  be  made  to  secure  more  support, 
and  the  Committee  hope  for  a  larger  list  of  Annual 
Subscribers  in  the  future. 

They  urge  present  subscribers  to  use  their  best 
endeavours  to  induce  others  to  take  a  permanent  interest 
in  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  offer  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
subscribers,  box  holders,  and  those  responsible  for  En¬ 
tertainments,  &c.,  and  to  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  all 
denominations  for  their  collections. 

The  Expenditure  shows  a  welcome  decrease,  accounted 
for  by  the  reduction  in  the  cost  of  provisions,  &c.,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  will  continue.

The  Committee  desire  especially  to  mention  the  in¬ 
valuable  help  rendered  by  the  Richmond  and  District 
Milkmen,  who,  by  their  house-to-house  collection,  raised  the 
magnificent  sum  of  £709  10s.  7d  ,  thus  materially  assisting 
the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  again  desire  to  recognise  the  valuable 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Ladies’  Linen  League  in  pro¬ 
viding  a  large  quantity  of  household  linen,  and  to  thank  them 
also  for  their  contribution  of  £30  towards  the  upkeep  of  a 
bed,  and  for  services  in  mending  linen. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to 
record  the  death,  early  in  the  year,  of  their  esteemed 
Chairman,  Mr.  William  Sandover,  J.P.  His  untiring  energy 
and  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  were  well  known  and 
much  appreciated,  and  his  loss  is  irreparable. 

Colonel  J.  Leslie  G.  Powell,  C.B.E.,  the  Vice-Chairman, 
succeeded  Mr.  Sandover  in  the  Chairmanship,  and  Mr.  S.  W. 
Gladwell  was  elected  Vice-Chairman  in  his  stead,  and  also 
Joint  Treasurer  in  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  B.  Hilditch. 

The  services  of  Mr.  A.  D.  Ellis,  another  member  of  the 
Committee,  have  also  been  lost  by  bis  death  during  the  year. 
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The  Committee  have  received  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  Sir  Andrew  Wingate,  K.C.I.E. 

Miss  A.  L.  Yelverton  Dawson,  who  had  held  the  position 
of  Matron  for  13  years,  died  a  year  ago  after  a  long  and 
painful  illness.  The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record 
their  high  appreciation  of  her  most  efficient  services. 

Miss  Eleanor  Watt,  the  Acting  Matron,  has  been 
appointed  Matron  and  Superintendent  of  Nurses  in  place  of 
Miss  Dawson,  and  Miss  Norah  K.  Vere  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Matron. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  tendered  to  the 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  their  care  and 
skill  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  The  following  have 
been  added  to  the  Staff  during  the  year: — Mr.  G.  T.  C. 
Milligan,  M.D.,  M.B.,  F.R.C.S.,  as  Consulting  Surgeon  ; 
Mr.  C.  J.  Longworth  Blair,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  as  Assistant 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon;  and  Mr.  Ronald  Burn,  M.R.C.S., 

L. R.C.P.,  as  Anaesthetist. 

The  provision  of  an  “X”  Ray  and  Electrical-Thera¬ 
peutic  department  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  will 
shortly  be  in  operation.  Mr.  J.  S.  Jenkins,  B.A.  Cantab., 

M. R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  has  been  appointed  Physician  in  charge. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
Mr.  G.  G.  Blake’s  services  as  Radiographer  during  the  past 
fifteen  years.

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ABSTRACT  OF  RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Sur¬ 
geon,  shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recom¬ 
mendation  at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such, 
tickets  to  remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at 
all  times,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of 
the  least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
such  as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required), 
no  insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or 
suffering  from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption, 
or  any  disease  that  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an 
In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either 
rejected  as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to 
that  effect  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has 
been  recommended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays  and  Wed¬ 
nesdays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  fcur  p.m.,  and  no 
provisions  shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital, 

except  by  the  permission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any

visitor  be  detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or 
introducing  anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be 
strictly  prevented  from  entering  in  future. 
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Annual  Subscribers  and  Donors  receive  Tickets  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  as  follows  according-  to  the  Rule  : — 

Rule  6.  Subscribers  or  Donors  shall  be  entitled  to  3
